200 exiled, while various sympathizers 
were called before a “‘citizens’ court” 
representing an impromptu ‘‘commit- 
tee of 1,000”, made up of residents of 
several Ozark mountain counties and 
punished or warned against further 
depredations. 

The committee was named at once 
and will go to Harrison to begin its in- 
vestigations tomorrow morning.

If the earnest student of statistics 
cared to spend the time required for 
a careful scrutiny of the newspaper 
files of this city for the past ten 
years, he would find, ever-recurring, 
that grim story of automobile fatali- 
ties on Dead Man's Curve. The num- 
ber who have died when the speeding 
car hurtled into this pole, is unknown. 
Maybe some one, with time to spare, 
will some day compile the record. 
It will prove a startling addition to 
the toll of automobile accident sta- 
tistics.

The Americans are ex- 
tremely bopeful that it will for other- 
wise the agreement could not become 
effective under a year as PréXident 
Harding has often stated his determi- 
nation not to call an extra session of 
the new congress. From the first 
the British have expressed a desire 
for an early settlement and they are 
fully cognizant of the situation here 
which might make for a long delay. 

Just how far apart the commissions 
are neither side will say, but in 
American quarters it was declared 
that the difference in views was not 
great. The interest rate constitutes 
the chief point of debate, with the 
time the debt 1s to run and the mini- 
mum annual payments to which Great

Washington, January  17.—The 
committee of one hundred on inter- 
national relations recently appointed 
by Alton B. Parker, of New York, 
perfected a permanent organization at 
its opening sesions of a two-day con- 
ference here today with the purpose 
of “the collection and dissemination 
of facts to aid the United States to 
participate more intelligently and ef- 
fectively in world affairs.”

It’s Costly and Foolish Rob- 
bery Scheme, Says City 
Health Officer. 


When they essuy the role of noc- 
turnal anesthetists, Atlanta burglars 
are so inefficient that they should be 
hailed into the juvenile court. Self- 
confessed morons and village idiots 
are prodigies of intellectuality when 
compared to them in this respect. 

This was the opinion expressed 
Wednesday by Dr. J. P. Kennedy, 
city health officer, who doesn’t claim 
to be an expert criminologist, but who 
does claim to know something about 
soporitics, 


In view of the fact that consider- | 
able interest has been aroused during | 
the last few days by the activities of 


so-called “chloroform burglars’ who 
sneak up to windows and spray the 
drug through the meshes of window 
screens upon sleeping residents before 
they pillage; unhindered and unheed- 
ed, The Constitution sought expert 
opinion on the subject. 

“Is is possible,” Dr. Kennedy was 
asked, “for a burglar to bring a per- 
son under the influence of chloroform 
by spraying it upon him?” 

“Oh, yes,” the doctor replied. “With 
several gallons of chloroform, a gooi 
spraying machine and a strong right 
arm for pumping purposes, he could 
secure the effect desired, provided the 
room in which the spraying took place 
was closed.” 

“We meant, could it be done 
through the screen of an open win- 
dow ?” 

“Never,” promptly replied the doe- 
tor. “A ‘chloroform bandit’ could 
spray through an open window into 
a ventilated room all his life and never 
make the sleep of his prospective pa- 
tient—I should say victim—any deep- 
er. The same applies to ether. Both 
commodities are higher than bootleg 
liquor, so it wouldn’t be a very eco- 
nomical process, at any rate.” 

“What do you think of the ‘chloro- 
form bandit’ scare, doctor—that is, in

cases where they spray their drug 
through the window?” .- 

“All bunk.” 

The latest report of activities of 
the “chloroform burglars’ was made 
Wednesday morning, when the police 
were called to the home of J. W. W. 
Simmons, at 31 Briarcliff road. Upon 
their arrival it is said that the odor 
of the drug was still in the atmos- 
phere of the living room, and evidence 
that a spray had been used in their 
effort to poison the air was seen on 
the screen in the open window, which 
was moist, police ‘reported. J* is 
thought that the burglars attempted 
to enter the living room through mis- 
take, thinking it was the bedroom.

“The state believes that it has made 
a convincing and conclusive case show- 
ing beyond peradventure the guilt of 
each of the defendants,” a formal 
statement issued by Mr. Duty and C.

Refutes Statement of “‘Com- 
moner’—Says Scientists 
Agree on Evolution. 


Princeton, N. J., January 17.—Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan’s challenge to 
“any son-of-an-ape” to call him an 
“ignoramus” has been aceepted by 
Prof. William Berryman Seott of 
Princeton university.

Scott’s statement answers an ad- 
dress by Bryan at the Princeton 
Theological seminary Saturday, in 
which the Nebraskan denounced the

GEORGIA BANK CASE 


Will Represent Georgia and 
Florida Railway in Hear- 
ing at Augusta. 


William G. MeAdoo, secretary of 
the treasury during the Wilson re- 
gime, will appear before the superior 
court of Richmond county, at Au- 
gusta, as counse) for John Skelton 
Williams, receiver for the Georgia 
and Florida ruilway,.in a case to be 
heard there Saturday. 

The case is brought against T. R. 
Bennett, state superintendent of bank- 
ing, as receiver for the Merchants 
bank, of Augusta, and seeks to have 
claims of the. railroad, for deposits 
made with that bank, given priority 
over those of other general de- 
positors. 

Mr. Bennett stated Wednesday that 
the case was extremely important, 
inasmuch as it would clear up the 
exact meaning of a clause in “the 
Georgia banking act which is involv- 
ed in a number of other cases. 

The clause in question is under 
subsection 5, of section 19 of article 
7 and reads: 

“5. Debts due by the bank as trus- 
tee or other fiduciary and other claims 
of ilke character—” shall be given 
preference over general depositors. 

The plea declares that, since the 
bank was placed in the hands of a 
receiver all claims of other banks 
and: ereditors of like character have 
been’ settled, that the stockholders 
have been assessed approximately 
$100,000 to meet the claims of de- 
positors, and asks that the claim of 
the railway, amounting to about 
$140,000, be given priority from this 
time. | 

Appearing for Mr. Bennett will be 
Attorney General George M. Napier, 
Assistant Attorney General Smith 
and the firm of Pierce Brothers, of 
Augusta.

Fliers Will Snatch Mail Bags

This Morning.

Alexis B. McMullen, flyer extraor- 
dinary, blew into Atlanta again Wed- 


nesday from Americus, which carried 
many Atlantans back two or three 
years when he was wont to do that 
sort of thing most every week-end.

President Thomas F. Me- 
Mahon announced tonight after a 
meeting here of the emergency com- 
mittee of the organization. 

“Our organization has been shaping 
its plans toward this end for some 
time,’ the statement said. “The 
recent meeting of the entire execu- 
tive council endorsed the plans which 
had been made in outline, and_ left 
detaiis to the emergency committee, 
which is now ready to act. Organ- 
izers have been wired to proceed to 
‘specified work. The center chosen 
for our work in the south is not be- 
ing announced at this time. 

“The opening up of activities in 
the south leaves our plans for New 
England unchanged. The New Eng- 
land textile workers must have the 
29 per cent wage increase necessary 
to restore the cut made in December, 
1920. 

“In increasing work in the south 
we are not changing our base, but 
operating on a wider front 
double purpose—te get the southern 
workers a little fairer share of the 
wealth he creates, and to protect the 
New England textile workers’ flank 
from the constent attacks of the bug- 
aboo of southern competition.

This was a new combination, all 
young players, full of pep, fire and 
#inbition. They surely could play ball. 
Jt was easily the best team of its 
day and time, 1 still hold the opin- 
jon tbat, from many angles, it was 
the best of all times. Team work 
was our middle name; everything had 
to give way to that. 

The great thing about that team 
was that every one of us,individually, 
felt that it belonged to us. Hanlon 
didn’t have to scold or punish a play- 
er for failing to do his part. We 
attended to that ourselves. No player 
could come back to that bench after 
a bad play and expect to take it easy. 

Another evidence of the greatness 
of that ball club is that it is the only 
one that remains in spirit a team to 
this day. Every year we have a re- 
union.

It is like 
an old college football team. You 
ean remember that team as a unit.

ihe picture of the finish of that 
classic shows more than half the men 
in both boats stretched practically un- 
conscious in the shells. The writer 
cnce saw the finish of a race of 
similar distance, and there were six 
men keeling over as the shell crossed 
the line. 


Such pictures arise as the writer 
scans a letter written in 1V02 by an 
officer of the United States Naval 
acudemy, who said: 

“A considerable number of medical 
men in the Naval academy seem to 
think that the crew under the pres- 
ent. situation injured many. of the 
participants. They hope that with 
| short rowing races many of the pres- 
ent evils would be done away with.” 


He suggested that the Henley sys- 
tem of 15-16 miles be adopted and 
asked whether Yale would row the 
Navy on that basis. Today the dis- 
cussion relates to a return at Pough- 
keepsie from three miles to four as

Thousands 
have rowed the four-mile route and 
thousands of other men have rowed 
the Henley distance and are good 
sound men today because they trained 
properly and were of the type to 
whom rowing was safe. Of course, it 
is up to the coaches and the trainers 
to use only those men who are of 
that timber. 


The mere fact that men row them- 
i selves into a state of exhaustion in 
a race does not mean that the dis- 
tance is too great.

MUCH MONEY 


New York, January 17.—Statistics 
reveal that the five minor basebail 
leagues which are protesting more 
strenuously against application of the 
(raft by the two major leagues were 
less affected by its vperation last 
year than all of the other small 
leagues, and that the quintet sold few- 
cr players into fast compathy than 
t. eir lesser companions, 

In 1922 the major leagues took 
288 men fror ali the minor leagues, 
151 by purchase, 115 through the 
exercise of options and 22 by draft. 
Of the total 42 were bought and 49 
were taken on option from the pro- 
testing fiv>. The five leagues, Amer- 
ican association. International, Pa- 
cifie Coast, Western and Three-Fye, 
averaged one player each disposed of 
to a major league club. 

Followers cof the game cite these 
figures as indicating that the majors 
are finding their best material in 
the leagues of lower’ classification, and 
that the five class A organizations— 
the protesting quintet—are losing fi- 
nancially by refusing to accept the 
provisions of the draft.

Age frequently is a decid- 
ing factor in physical combat as well 
as mental competition. Shade is 25, 
the age when a man_ should _ be 
thoroughly settled and at the height 
of his physical manhood. 
Stribling is 18—tru:y a boy, He 
has been referred to as being “sappy,” 
meaning that he, like other boys of
